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WO hundred and fifty years ago, 
that is in September of 1683, an 
event occurred which the distin- 
guished American historian, Van 
Loon, has classed as one of the 
ten most important happenings in the 
history of the world. All Europe was 
suddenly faced with an enormous 
Turkish invasion which, had it suc- 
ceeded, would have meant the en- 
slavement of Christendom and the 
downfall of western civilization. True, 
the Turkish Caliphate had long before 
spread its dominion over the Balkans 
and, after many hectic defenses, 
Hungary, too, had fallen under its

From 
Rome to Warsaw the Pope sent emis- 
saries to plead for the assistance of 
Sobieski, who meanwhile had been 
elected King of Poland, John III. The 
gallant king heeded, and hurriedly 
gathering his troops, set out for the 
Austrian capital. 

In the meantime, the Turks had al- 
ready besieged Vienna and while the 
Imperial army of 30,000 men had 
gone to join forces with the Bavari- 
ans, Saxons, and Poles, the city was 
putting up a heroic resistance under 
the command of Count Rudiger Star- 
hemberg. 

With the arrival of the Polish 
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Against Poland, the early Ottoman 
campaigns had come to naught, but 
In 1673, after the Polish Common- 
wealth had been greatly weakened by 
Invasions of Swedes, Russians, Cos- 
sacks, and Tartars, the Turks deemed 
the time ripe for the conquest of that 
bulwark of western civilization.

the plague of the Crescent, but now 
the whole continent trembled as the 
news flashed from capital to capital 
that the warriors of the Prophet 
were marching upon Vienna. The 
Austrian Emperor, Leopold I, put- 








kiewicz had annihilated a huge Tur- | ting his own safety before that of his 


army, the allied forces numbered 83,- 
000. On the morning of September 
12th, under Sobieski’s supreme com- 
mand, the Christian army was drawn 
up. The Austrians, under the Duke 
of Lorraine, comprised the left wing; 
the Germans occupied the center un- 
der the leadership of the Electors of 
Bavaria and Saxony; the Poles were 
on the right wing. The Turkish army 
was encamped on the plain outside 
the city. Sobieski ordered an imme- 
diate attack. Until he saw the Polish 
cavalry in the field, Kara Mustafa 
did not know that he was again fac- 
ing Sobieski. The terror which now 
struck him infected his whole army. 
The battle lasted until dusk when the 
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Ottomans, after suffering a decisive 
defeat, took to flight in great dis- 
order. Vienna had been saved and 
the Moslem power in Europe had re- 
ceived a crushing blow from which it 
never recovered. 

Recalling the famous words Caesar 
had once sent home, the Polish king 
sent this message to Rome, “Veni, 
vidi, Deus vicit!” (I came, I saw, God 
conquered!). 

The Polish government has just is- 
sued a beautiful stamp commemorat- 
ing the 250th anniversary of this 
great event. It bears a reproduction 
of Matejko’s painting “Sobieski at 
Vienna” which hangs in the Vatican. 
Matejko, famous for his grand his- 
torical pieces, in this picture depicted 
the Polish king at the head of his 
troops after the battle. On his left 
we see his son and in the background 
the Polish winged hussars with their 
highly interesting uniforms. 

(Austria, too, has issued three spe- 
cial stamps, one bearing a portrait of 
Sobieski and the others with portraits 
of the Austrian heroes, the Count 
Starhemberg and the Duke of Lor- 
raine.)

As fine a showing of precancels as 
I have ever seen was put on display at 
the exhibition of the Precancel Stamp 
Society held recently at Indianapolis. 
There are many items that I think 
will be of interest to my readers and 
I herewith give a brief resume of the 
exhibit as I saw it. When I took my 
notes the prizes were not awarded so 
there were no owners names attached 
to the frames. The outstanding group 
in the exhibit was the Nevada frames. 
Perhaps you have a few items of that 
tall and imposing type from Reno, well 
it was there in sets, blocks on com- 
ems, etc. All the other types Reno 
has ‘used including quite an array on 
my favorite 1917-22 perf. 11 issue. 
Other Nevada towns only seen once 
in a blue moon were Sparks, Fallon, 
Caliente, Goldfield, Ely and Las Ve- 
gas. So much for Nevada. Four large 
album pages containing 64 stamps 
each, and every one a double printed 
precancel. The outstanding items I 
noted was a 6c 1917 from Tiffin, O., a 
4c 1902 from Calla, O., and my first 
glimpse of the RARE 1%c double 
Jackson, Mich. in the popular oval 
type, another item that was unique

altho not a double was a copy of the 
6c ord. from Salem, O., so badly off 
centre that the bottom of one row and 
the top of another just catch the 
stamp and the place in the plate 
where this occurs is where the well 
known inverted row is. A frame con- 
taining a complete sheet of the 10c 
postage due from Oakland, Calif, U-1 
type and showing exactly ‘the stamps 
having the missing lower bars. Much 
to my surprise, for I thot the missing 
bars were from the bottom row, they 
occur on the 27th, 28th, 29th and 30th 
stamps on the plate. I couldn’t over- 
look a block of 15 of the 138¢ apple 
greens from Saginaw, Mich., in the 
scarce mimeograph type, nor com- 
plete sets of 1917 issue Austin, Texas, 
in type III U-71 in both normal and 
inverted position. One new Olympic 
caught my eye, the 5c from Wilkes- 
Barre in U-5. As this is getting too 
lengthy I will have to continue the 
review till next week. 


The Bi-Centennial Catalog is at 
hand. The general opinion of every- 
body I talked with was that the book 
was very fine but the prices were way 
too high. I think myself the prices 
are too high and if dealers wish to 
sell much they will have to give large 
discounts from the catalog prices. 
Starting with week after next I am 
going to list items not in the Bi-Cen- 
tennial catalog. I will not mention 
or list any items not seen. I am going 
to turn my list in to the editor of the 
catalog every so often and I desire 
the help of my readers in this effort.

On some you will 
find a narrow thin §S, on others it will 
be larger. You won’t need a glass to 
distinguish this either. G. W. Brat- 
ten of Princess Anne, Va., supplied 
me with a 5¢e Olympic from Norfolk, 
Va., in U-12, this completes my set 
of these. 


W. O. Thiede of Appleton, Wis., 
supplies me with a le Century of 
Progress of Appleton on _ original 
cover. They were used by the Bad- 
ger Printing Co., also The House- 
hold Finance Corp. The stamp is in 
U-120 type reading up.

A letter comes from Mr. R. H. In- 
man of Greensboro, N. C., which 
again brings up a question which his- 
torians do not agree on. It has to do 
with the birthplace of Andrew Jack- 
son. Mr. Inman writes LINPRINT, 
that the birthplace of Andrew Jack- 
son as printed on the Jackson envel- 
ope of our presidential set of envel- 
opes is wrong. 

The envelope in question gives 
Jackson’s birthplace as Lancaster 
County, South Carolina, while Mr. In- 
man states Jackson was “born in Un- 
ion County, North Carolina.” Mr. 
Inman gives the 1983 World Almanac 
as his reference and states that he 
knows “without doubt at all that his 
statement is correct as he is person- 
ally acquainted in Union County”. 

With all due respect to Mr. Inman, 
we can not accept his claim. When 
the leading historians of America can 
not agree we can only accept the best 
authority and best opinion of these 
men and that is usually found in the 
International Encyclopaedia, published 
by Funk & Wagnalls and quoting 
from this book, we find “There has 
been much controversy between 
North Carolinians and South Carolin- 
ians regarding the place of his birth. 
There is a tradition that he was born 
at the Waxhaw Settlement in Union 
County, North Carolina, but Jackson 
himself thought that he was born near 
the Waxhaw Creek in Lancaster 
County, S. C., and in the opinion of 
his most thorough biographer the 
weight of evidence seems to favor the 
South Carolinians.”

Precancelled Postal Cards 





While envelopes, both Government 
and Local, are fairly common, pre- 
cancelled postal cards are limited to 
five in number. 

The three most recent are cards 
mailed by the Indiana Stamp Club 
with announcements of the last Pre- 
cancel Stamp Society Convention. 
These cards are dated March 15, May 
17, and June 15 and are the only ones 
to conform to the Postal Laws and 
Regulations as to the type of precan- 
celling. 

Remington-Rand used a precancel- 
led card where the cancellation is four 
lines typeset in a rectangle. This 
reads U. S. Postage, Tonawanda, Per- 
mit No. 1. 

The really scarce precancelled pos- 
tal card was used by the Empire Type 
Foundry of Delevan, N. Y. and the 
cancellation is one line typeset read- 
ing Delevan, N. Y. This cancellation 
was printed by the Empire Type 
Foundry Co., on its own presses at 
their office, according to information 
from the Postmaster and officers of 
the company. 

These cards should be in any col- 
lection of precancelled U. S. station- 
ery.

Mr. Dorgeloh also sends in for in- 
spection another most _ interesting 
item, this time a plate break from 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, the 1c B11 ordi- 
nary. It’s a right line end stamp and 
reads CEDAR RAPID, the top and 
bottom line broken off even with the 
“D” of Rapid. 
right hand strip is so broken, per- 
haps only a stamp or two. Who can 
advise further on this nice break? 


If you enjoy a case of jitters (not 
bitters) carefully scan your Wash- 
ington, D. C., duplicates, both the or- 
dinary and coils and perhaps you 
may happen across some items that 
make the Louisville low V’s look like 
straight alignments.

This correspondent does not take 
into consideration the fact that these 
small miniature sheets were printed 
nine at a time and thus any reference 
to varieties in the sheets should not 
lead you to expect to find such a va- 
riety in any sheet you hold as any 
variety noted may occur only in one 
of the nine sheets of each print.

While the announcement was made

Word is also at hand from numer- 
ous other cities of the use of the 
stamps on the 16th and a clipping 
from a Philadelphia newspaper pic- 
tures the sale of these stamps on the 
17th at the Postoffice window. 

Collectors of covers, however should 
realize that the use of the stamps in 
any city in the country to which 
stamps could be rushed by collectors 
was possible after the original sale 
on the 15th at Washington so that a 
regular collection of these can be 
confined to cities in which the Gov- 
ernment officially approved their sale. 


Covers for Czechoslovak Day at the 
Century of Progress Exposition are 
at hand from both Anton Amcha and 
Jaroslav Turek. From the latter 
party we have covers with an English 
inscription and covers with a Czech 
inscription.

The Postal Bulletin 


“As a subscriber to your paper I 
have noticed several references to the 
Postal Bulletin. I am sure there are 
many Philatelists who would like to 
know the following facts. What is 
it? Of what use would it be to a col- 
lector? How can we get it?” 

Such is the inquiry on a Postal 
Card and believing that there are 
many other stamp collectors who 
want to know about this Bulletin, a 
brief description of same is given. 

The Postal Bulletin is a sheet about 
9x12 inches in size, sometimes a sin- 
gle page, at other times from two to 
six or eight pages. At the top of the 
page under the title it states that it 
is “Published daily, except Saturdays, 
Sundays, and legal holidays, by direc- 
tion of the Postmaster General, for 
the information and guidance of of- 
ficers and employees of the Postal 
Service.” 


It contains among other things, all 
new postal laws and rulings which 
are made since the publication of the 
annual Postal Guide, also all orders 
and official Postal announcements. It 
contains also a list of appointments 
of postmasters, changes in Postoffice 
names, lists of discontinued post- 
offices, new postoffices, changes in 
postal service on railways, steam- 
boats, etc., as well as rural mail serv- 
ice. 

Announcements of new postage 
stamps and instructions to _ post- 
masters regarding the issue and sale 
of same. 


It costs $2.00 per year and can be 
had by subscription from the Post 
Office Department, Washington, D.C. 


We do not believe that any stamp 
collector would be justified in sub- 
scribing to same, since practically all 
information of interest to stamp col- 
lectors which appears in this bulletin 
is reprinted in this magazine as well 
as in other stamp magazines.
